All the c¢ases which have mentioned
seem to us guite distinet from hypoerisy in
the usual sense, In the former class of CREES,
where o man is certainly acting an artificial,
though not necessarily n dishonest, part, the
word may be appliod in a certain sense. To
cases of mere inconsistency and imperfection,
however glaring, it should not be applied at
all. Strict hypocerisy, the conscious and de-
liberate pretense to virtues which a man has
not and does not care to have, is, we suspeot,
